Washington, June 10.—The achieve- 


ment of man-flight for which men have 
striven for more than four thousand 
years, was' celebrated today. 
After 


having been paid homage by the rulers 
of Europe, Wilbur and Orville Wright, 
of Dayton, Ohio, today received their 
first public recognition by their, fellow 
countrymen. In the east room of the 
white house at 2:30 o'clock this after- 
noon President Ta£t presented to the 
inventors the gold medals awarded to 
them by the- Aero club of America, to 
commemorate the invention of the first 
successful flying machine. 


The event was intended to be one of 


national interest, and to carry out this 
idea the Aero club o£ America invited 
the 
leading newspapers 
throughout 


the country to print editorials today 
appropriate to the occasion. The gov- 
ernors of the various states have sent 
laudatory 
messages 
congratulating 


them on their success. These, togeth- 
r with the resolutions adopted by the 
umerous scientific organizations and 
etters written by .prominent siceritists 
lave been put in book-form and was 
'resented to the Wrights. 


Go to the White House. 


The Wright brthers,. after being en- 
ertained at luncheon by the Aero ,club 


Washington, proceeded to the white 


house. 
They were presente'd to the 


iresident by Representative Herbert 
Parsons, of New York, who told" of 
heir great achievements. 
In present- 


ng the medals President Taft spoke 
briefly. More than a thousand invita- 
tions -were sent out for the white house 
ceremony. 


At its annual meeting last year the 


Aero club 
of America ielected the 


Wrights to honorary, membership" and 
decided to award them each a gold 
medal. These were procured at a cost 
of S2.300,' 'obtaine'd through subscrip- 
:ion of its-members. The medals bear 
:he likenesses of the two brothers on 
one-side and an inscription on/the re- 


erse. 
Wilbur and Qrville Wright, accom- 


panied by their sister, Miss Katherine 
Wright, arrived at 8:40 this morning 
and were met at the station by a dele- 
gation from the Aero club of America 
iind a local committee. 
The Wright 


brothers were taken to 'the Cosmos 
club, where they were entertained dur- 
ing the day. 


Will Make Flight.. 


Orville Wright announced positively 


that he would make the flight at Fort 
Myer. He said that the aeroplane will 
be shipped from Dayton within a few 
days, but'-that medal presenting here 
and in Dayton on the 17th and. 18th 
•will delay them in cocplcting the trials 
at Fort Myer. 


The Wrights informed Gen. Allen, 


the chief signal officer, that they would 
begin the trials about June 21. Their 
contract requires them to complete the 
tests by June 2S. and while there was 
no intimation given that they 
ask for an extension, it Is believed 
that It will be Impossible for the tests 
to be. concluded in the alloted time.

The supporters of an 
income tax have gained a following 
that makes them a - foi m'rtable for;> 
and therefore no possible basis of a 
substitute compromise is being over- 
looked. Senators Aldrich, Crane and 
other republican leaders from eastern 
states, who are uncompromising

their opposition to the

idea, would favor a tax upon dividends 
.of corporations if such s a measure 
could be limited to a two-year period.

settlements with Cosentino last week, 
but letters and telegrams concerning 
the man have been received from a 
number of other wholesale fruit firms. 
It is alleged thatvCosentino. during the 
past month, has been buying heavily, 
from firms he had been dealing with 
and had opened accounts with a num- 
ber of new one's. ' The goods began ar- 
riving here several weeks ago 
and 


while not all were sold,- some local 
buyers were able to obtain produce be- 
low the actual 'cost. ' Cosentino closed 


• up his bank accounts here and it is 
thought he has a'considerable sum of 
money with him. Some of the goods 
shipped here, which were not unloaded, 
were re-shipped to Grand Rapids, and 
these the creditors may be able to ob- 
tain, though most of them are perish- 
able. '

Cosentino enjoyed a good reputation 


among local business men and he had 
no trouble securing credit with 'most 
of the foreign firms with which he 
dealt. 
The store on East Columbia 


street is still open and the remaining 
goods are being sold by the employes. 
Cosentino was the sole owner ot the 
store. He has a family in Fort Wayne.

Vessel Sunk, Two Others 


Injured—Lock Out of 


Commission. 


Sault Ste. Marie. Mich., June 10.— 


One steamer has been sunk and the 
J4.000.000 locks of the Canadian canal 
put out of commission for probably 
two months as the result of an acci- 
dent yesterday. 
Two other steamers 


were caught in the crash and dam- 
aged. 


The accident will sesult In great de- 


lays in the handling of traffic on the 
upper great lakes during the summer, 
as all of tile craft will be forced to use 
the American canal and locks. This 
will cause much crowding of the single 
waterway, as the two canals during 
the open season carry the heaviest 
shipping trafllc of any similar course 
in the world. 


The steamer Crescent City, of the 


Pittsburg steamer line, was the .one 


ifh sank, following 
the accident. 


The Asslnlbola. of the Canadian Pa- 
cific railroad ileet. was damaged and 
the steamer -Perry G. Walker, of the 
Gilchrist fleet, had several plates 
sprung. 


Mistaken Orders the Cauu. 


It is said that a misunderstanding 


of orders was. the cause of the crash. 
The Perry G. Walker was entering the 
lower canal, bound up. and in trying 
to get to the pier to tie up until two 
other vessels left the lock was driven 
Into • the lock gates, carrying 
them 


away. The upper gates were open for 
the Crescent City, which was not tied 
up In the lock chamber, and when the 
lower gates gave way the'water came 
through with terrlflc rorce, dropping 
the Asslnibola and Crescent City to 
the lower lake level and sweeping them 
through the canal. 


As they cleared the canal the Cres- 


cent City ran into the stern ot the 
Assinibola, which had thrown out Its 
stern anchor to check Itself. The colli- 
sion stove in the. bow of the Crescent 
City and also tore a large hole below 
the water line. The vessel ba'rely had 
time to reach the American side when 
it sank. - 


The Asslnlbola sprang a few plates, 


and when it came to the American 
side for «5g»lnation it was discovered 
that wat^gwts betting into the hold. 
The pumim, fcowever, can keep the ves- 
sel free, aaJJ it proceeded to finish it's 
trip to Ovwi sound. 
, 


The terrific force of -the water also 


caught th» Walker and swept it back- 
wards until the stern caught the pier, 
twisting th» ihoe and driving the rud- 
der forward against tlie. stern. 
The 


vessel was thrown, on, to the bank on 
the foot of the'canal.'- It later -was. re- 
leased by tugs and'bro.ught to the pier 
on the American side. 


Hard Fight to Save Lock. 


The canal., employes, as soon as the 


accident happened, tried ineffectually 
to stem the •normou» head of water. 
As soon as possible the movable dam 
which was built tot" such .emergencies 
was gotten ready and twelve wickets 
were lowered. It is expected i£ this 
hangs out the flood will be stopped by 
morning. 
• - 


In the meantime the water is rush- 


ing'through with the force of Niagara 
and causing immense damage -to the 
rock bottom. Even if ttle attempt suc- 
ceeds it is believed the .lock will be 
out of commission for the rest of the 
season.

ure o£ physicians and health officials 
of states and cities to realize the im- 
portance of fighting what appears to 
be trivial contagious diseases in chil- 
dren drew 
forth a resolution 
from 


health experts yesterday in the section 
of hygiene and sanitary science of the 
American Medical association, now in 
session here, to the effect ' that the 
neglect is endangering the welfare of 
the country. 


The resolutions recommend to the 


federal and state governments the ne- 
cessity of devising -ways and means o 
preventing the waste of life and energy 
through preventable diseases. 


Officials of health departments who 


act as despots and arouse the opposi 
tion of physicians and the public by 
arbitrary commands instead of teach 
ing the fundamental principles of hy- 
giene and sanitation are defeating th< 
ends for which they are appointed, ac 
cording to Dr. Henry B. Hemenway, 
of Evanston, 111., who spoke before the 
same department. Dr. Hemenway in- 
sisted that many boards of health com- 
posed mainly.oC laymen 'exceeded their 
authority1 in issuing commands to phy- 
sicians better qualified than the au- 
thorities on the subject.
